Later, the Syrian 
president attended a meeting of the 55-member Central 
Council of the PLO, which is discussing a political plan 
of action for the Palestinian movement. 
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Peres reiterates Israel’s stand 
not to go back to pre-67 borders 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 
14 (AFP). — Acting Prime Mini- 
ster Shimon Peres has reaffir- 
med Israel's determination not 
to- go back to pre-1967 borders 
as part of any future peace ag- 
reement with the Arab World. 

^Speaking on Israeli. Radio, 
Mr. Peres- said that demilitar- 
ized zones and early warning 
systems could be additions to 
defensible borders but not a 
substitute for them. 

"We will not let Jerusalem 
be touched and consider the 
Jordan River as our defensive 
border”, he said, adding that he 
hoped .Washington would not 
present him with any other 
“accomplished facts". 

Mr. Peres, who is also defe- 
nse minister, expressed satis- 
faction- with recent assurances 
from President. Jimmy. Carter 
of a special relationship bet- 
ween the- UjS. and Israel, but 
said the president should have 
clarified what he meant in a re- 
ference to a heed for a Pales- 
tinian homeland. 

• "For Israel this homeland 
must be in. a Jordanian con- 
text Under, no condition will 
we accept the - creation of a 


Palestinian state right opposite 
the very .heart of Israel". 

Such a Palestinian state, he 
said, "would be dominated by 
(PLO leader Yasser) Arafat and 
his rockets and his guns and 
the terrorists* (wh o) w ould 
come into this state from Le- 
banon”. " 

The defense minister hit out 
at what he called "evasive for- 
mulations" used by Arab lea- 
ders to cloud the issues at hand. 

“But we will not go along 
with that”, he declared, “if 
peace ... then peace".

“The PLO added its own re- 
presentative to our delegation 
and he helped us meet people 
in Saudi Arabia and the Gulf 
states,” it added. 

PLO funds are banned from 
being received in the occupied 
.Arab territories and the. Israeli 
nSfitary governor of the occu- 
pied West Bank said no further 
fund-raising delegations would 
be permitted to travel until the 
Gaza report was investigated. 

Delegations from the West 
Bank. towns , of Hebron and Je- 
richo, twinned respectively with 
the Saudi city of Medina and 
the Gulf town of Sharjah, have 
already been abroad and are 
reported to have returned with 
considerable funds. 

Two other delegations are at 
present abroad and three other 
proposed missions have now 
come under the military ban. 

Arab munici pal sources said 
(be idea of twinning towns in 
the occupied lands with others 
throughout the Arab World 
was originally proposed by the 
Arab League, with PLO sup- 
port. 


Mondale arrives, in Lisbon 
at start of European tour 


LISBON, May 14 (R). — U.S. 
Vice President Walter Mondale 
arrives here tonight on a visit 
which will give a boost to Por- 
tugal’s new-found democracy. 

The vice president, who is 
starting a 10-day European 
tour, will go next to Spain, 
which is on the eve of its first 
democratic elections in more 
than 40 years. 

When President Carter an- 
nounced Mr. Mondale’s trip ea- 
rlier this month, he said : *T 
believe I speak for the Ameri- 
can people when I say how ve- 
ry deeply encouraged we are 
by the return to democracy m 
Portugal and by the steps Spain 


is taking to build a true and 
just democracy." 

The point has been under- 
lined by U.S. officials due to 
travel with Mr. Mondale. Not- 
ing President Carter’s outspo- 
ken - condemnation of human 
rights violations in various cou- 
ntries, they said it wps just as 
important an element of his po- 
licy to praise nations rebuild- 
ing -their democratic institu- 
tions. 

Diplomatic sources in Lisbon 
said that while Mr. Mondale is 
here he would discuss Portu- 
gal’s critical economic situation 
in talks with Prime Minister 
Mario Soares and President An- 
tonio Ramalho Fanes.

PNA vows 
to press on 
against Bhutto 

ISLAMABAD, May 14 (R). — 
Pakistan National Alliance 
(PNA) voted today to press on 
with its agitation against Pri- 
me Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhu- 
tto, saying his planned refere- 
ndum would be “fraud upon 
fraud.” 

The prime minister yesterday 
announced that he would seek 
to resolve PaJdstans two-month- 
long pdliticaJ crisis through. a. 
referendum to decide whether 
he remains in office. 

But Mr. Pir Pagaro acting 
president of the PNA responded 
in a statement: "There will be 
no referendum under Mr. Bhu- 
tto, for that will be fraud upon 
fraud.” 

The opposition, charging that 
the prime minister rigged the 
last elections in March, has 
Wn campaigning for his resi- 
gnation and the holding of fresh 
elections under safeguards. The 
agitation has cost at least 260 
lives. 

■ Mr. Pir Pagaro, the only pri- 
ncipal PNA leader not arrested 
during the agitation, said the 
opposition movement would go 
on until its demands were met. 

In a strongly-worded seven- 
page statement, he said the 
March elections had shown that 
the possibility of a free and 
fair referendum was remote. 

He accused Mr. Bhutto of 
turning a somersault after indi- 
cating in early discussions with 
PNA chief Maulana Mufti Mah- 
mud that be would agree to 
fresh elections. 

In a related development, the 
Pakistan army was called into 
the big Punjab industrial city of 
Multan tonight after savage 
street fighting between securi- 
ty forces _ and demonstrators 
campaigning against Mr. Bhut- 
to. 

Reliable sources said at least 
four people were killed and 
more than 20 injured In a four- 
hour gun battle in the old wal- 
led put of the city. 

At the same time senior go- 
vernment ministers sounded 
warnings that continued oppo- 
sition agitation could bring an 
external threat to Pakistan.

A communique will be issued 
tomorrow at the end of the 
annual ministerial conference. 

The sources said that Mr. 
Bayulken in his report recom- 
mended a campaign to publicise 
Cento as a useful organisation. 

In their inaugural session spe- 
eches today U.S. Secretary of St- 
ate Cyrus Vance and the British 
Foreign- Secretary Dr. David 
Owen restated their governm- 
ents’ support to Cento. 

Dr. Owen said “I reaffirm 
our solid and continuing comm- 
itment to Cento and our dete- 
rmination to contribute, within 
our capacity, to the effective- 
ness of the organisation.” 

Mr. Vance reiterated that 
Cento was important to Presi-

Egypt accepts Soviet 
initiative to talk 


CAIRO, May 14 (R). — Egypt 
said today it had accepted a 
Soviet invitation to talks next 
month which could heal the 
long-s tanding rift between Cai- 
ro and Moscow. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Is- 
mail Fahmi told a parliament- 
ary committee here that he will 
meet Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Europe on 
June 9 and 10. 

He declined to say whether 
the meeting will be in East or 
West Europe. 

"It is a constructive Soviet 
initiative which Egypt welco- 
mes,” Mr. Fahmi told the Fo- 
reign Affairs Committee. He 
said the proposal was put to 
him yesterday by -the Soviet 
Ambassador to Cairo, Mr. Vla- 
dimir Polyakov. 

President Anwar Sadat abro- 
gated a friendship treaty with 
Moscow in March last year. It 
followed hta expulsion of 20,000 
Soviet military experts in 1972 
and Kremlin refusal to supply 
Egypt with vital military equip- 
ment after the 1973 Arab Is- 
raeli war. 

Diplomatic ties also seemed 
nearing the point of rupture 
last week when Cairo denounc- 
ed Moscow for handing a note 
to Arab countries which, news- 
papers here said, accused Egypt 
of attempting to provoke an 
armed dash with Libya. 

Cairo newspapers later said 
the Soviet Union had with- 
drawn the note and expressed 
its wish to improve relations. 

A thaw in relations would 
appear to reflect a wish by 
both countries to boost Middle 
East peace-seeking efforts, in- 
cluding a resumption of the Ge- 
neva conference. 

If the talks succeed in d ear- 
ing the atmosphere, a meeting 
between President Sadat and 
Soviet Communist Party Chief 
Leonid Brezhnev appears pos- 
sible. 

President Sadat has said re- 
peatedly he is ready to meet 
Mr. Brezhnev provided suffi- 
cient preparations are made to 
ensure a success of their talks. 

The belief that Middle East 
peace efforts are behind the la- 
test move is strengthened by 
the arrival here today of Sy- 
rian Foreign Minister «- Abdul 
Halim Khaddam, who is belie- 
ved to be carrying a message 
from President Hafez Assad to 
President Sadat.

Jihril’s PFLP-GC 
expelled from 
Rejection Front 

BEIRUT, May 14 (R). — The 
hard-line Palestinian Rejection 
Front has formally expelled one 
of its constituent groups, it 
was announced here today. 

The expulsion of Mr. Ahmed 
Jibril's Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine -- Ge- 
neral Command (PFLP-GC), was 
announced in a statement issued 
by the Rejection Front’s Cen- 
tral Council. 

The statement added that the 
Palestinian Liberation Front 
(PLF). a breakaway From the 
PFLP-GC constituted two weeks 

ago under the leadership of gu- 
errilla leader Abul Abbas, wo- 
uld henceforth be considered 
an integral part of the Reje- 
ction Front enjoying within 
it the privileges previously ac- 
corded the PFLP-GC. 

Observers saw the original 
formation of the PLF as a move 
to end a series of disturbances 
that had be hi troubling the 
PFLP-GC, the Rejection Front 
and the resistance movement 
as a whole, for some time. 

The tension between the two 
former factions inside the PFLP- 
GC stemmed from the fact that 
Mr. Jibril, a respected military 
leader, favoured pro-Syrian po- 
licies whilst Abul Abbas had 
more sympathy for rival Iraq. 

During last year's Syrian 
intervention in Lebanon, this 
tension often erupted Into open 
fighting between the rival 
PFLP-GC factions. The most re- 
cent clashes of this sort were 
reported last month from the 
southern port of Tyr, 


President Assad might have 
played a role in attempts to 
heal the Cairo-Moscow rift. 

Syria is Egypt’s major ally 
tn the confrontation with Israel 
and the two countries are also 
linked by a unified political 
command which Sudan recently 
joined. 

Informed sources said critic- 
ism of the Soviet Union in 
Egyptian newspapers as well as 
-radio and television commen- 
taries will be stopped from to- 
day. 

Bitter attacks on the Soviet 
Union have been an almost 
daily feature In the Egyptian 
media for the past few months. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Fahmi said 
that a total of 3,000 Cuban sol- 


diers are stationed in Libya and 
Ethiopia and that 16,000 Cuban 
troops were also present in An- 
gola. 

Commenting on Egyptian aid 
to Zaire against Shaba province 
rebels, Mr. Fahmi said Egypt 
respected the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) policy of 
African inter-state aid, non-in- 
terference in the internal affairs 
of states and territorial integri- 
ty. 

Armed forces Commander- 
in-Chief Mohammed Abdel Gha- 
nl Gamassi said Zaire had been 
the victim of a foreign invasion 
from Angola and Egyptian aid 
had enabled the Kinshasa go- 
vernment to "improve its stra- 
tegic and military situation.”

PLO reiterates refusal 
to recognise Israel 


DAMASCUS. May 14 (R). — As 
the Executive Committee of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation completed its current 
deliberations here today, com- 
mittee spokesman Abdul Muh- 
sen.Abu Maizar reiterated the 
FLO’s refusal to recognise Is- 
rael. 

Mr. Abu Maizar also repeat- 
ed the PLO’s refusal to reco- 
gnise United Nations Security 
Council 242, which referred to 
the Palestinians as refugees, 
rather than a national group 
deprived of its -national rights. 

Mr. Abu Maizar said that the 
Executive Committee had dis- 
cussed several important topics, 
including, "what was circulated 
by some foreign papers and ag- 
encies about an alleged change 
in the Executive Committee’s 
stand towards the Zionist ene- 
my.” 

“The Executive Committee 
stresses its firm, principled 
stand of commitment to the de- 
cisions of successive sessions 
of the Palestinian National Cou- 
ncil (parliament) which rejected 
any recognition of Israel or of 
Security Council resolution 
242,” he added. 

This evening, Damascus will 
host the first session of the 
newly-enlarged PLO Central 
Council, a liaison between the 

Executive Committee and the 
National Council. 

Mr. Khaled A1 Fahoum, Chair- 
man of the National Council 
said the 55-member council 
would discuss developments of 
the Palestine problem. 

He added that it will also re- 
view the outcome of last 
months Moscow visit by a PLO 
delegation led by Chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

The FCC will also draw up a 
“plan of action” for the coming 
weeks, Mr. Fahoum said. 

In a related development, a 
Rejection Front spokesman said 
in Beirut today that the Rejec- 
tion Front will boycott the me- 
eting of the Central Council. 

He explained that the Rejec- 
tion Front, which still has 
four commando groups after to- 
day announcing the replacem- 
ent in its ranks of the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pa- 


lestine -- General Command 
(PFLP-GC) by the Palestinian 
Liberation Front, has sent a let- 
ter to Mr. Khaled A1 Fahoum 
detailing the reasons for its 
non-participation. 

"The main reason is that the 
Rejection Front rejects the po- 
litical line of retreat and com- 
promise being followed by the 
PLO leadership," the spokesman 
said. 

He warned that, “this retreat 
will lead the PLO to become 
part of the club of regimes par- 
ticipating in negotiations under 
conditions rejected by the Pa- 
lestinian people.” 

He listed these conditions as, 
“recognition of Israel, the end- 
ing of the state of war with Is- 
rael, and the guaranteeing of 
safe boundaries for Israel.” 

He clarified that delegates of 
the Iraqi-backed Arab Libera- 
tion Front, the only Rejection 
Front grouping which has a 
member in the current PLO 
Executive Committee, will also 
boycott tonight's session of the 
Central Council. 

Sarkis, Abu lyad 
hold meeting 

BEIRUT, May 14 (R). — Pal- 
estinian commando leaders to- 
day called on Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis for talks on 
Palestinian-Lebanese relations. 

It was the second such mee- 
ting within a month, but no 
official announcement on the 
deliberations was issued. 

Today's visitors were Mr. Abu 
Tyad, a Fateh leader, and Mr. 
Base! Aql, the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) U.N. 
delegate. 

Last month, commando chief 
Yasser Arafat, accompanied by 
Mr. Abu lyad and Mr. Aql, had 
similar talks with President Sa- 
rkis. 

Informed sources said discu- 
ssions dealt with the 1969 Ca- 
iro agreement concluded betw- 
een the Lebanese authorities 
and the commando movement 
and obstacles facing the imp- 
lementation of some of its pro- 
visions.

Either Mr. Peres is insulting the intelligence of 
the Israeli electorate or he is being less th a n honest 
with the Americans. In either case, he is running scar- 
ed from the opposition. 

If the acting prime minister thinks he can nego- 
tiate peace with the Arabs on the terms he has just 
come up with : that the Jordan River should constitute 
Israel’s defensive border, and that Israel would under 
no conditions accept the creation of a Palestinian 
state “right opposite the very heart of Israel,” then 
he has completely lost touch with reality. 

Just the other day, a bunch of American senators 
went crying to President Carter, asking him to reas- 
sure the Israelis about the continuity of the special 
ties between the two countries and of U.S. military 
aid to Israel, telling him Mr. Peres was in difficulty 
over the seemingly waning U.S. support. 

Carter accomodated them with the desired decla- 
ration, Mr. Peres was relieved of the pressure, when 
Lo and behold, here he is trying to outdo the most 
hawkish of the hawks. 

Mr. Peres has shown that if given an inch he will 
take a mile, and peace be damned. 

How often have the Arabs tried to expose the 
myth that a weak Israel will be less intransigent than 
a strong one? And how often have the Americans 
ignored that warning? Yet here is Mr. Peres, with 
only an ounce of encouragement, trying to present 
himself to the Israeli electorate as the biggest hawk 
of all time. 

Either Mr. Peres is lying to the electorate in 
order to win votes in the coming elections on May 17, 
or he means what he says. 

If he is trying to pull the leg of the voters, he is 
going to have a lot to answer for when the time of 
reckoning comes. What is he going to tell them: 
“Look, I lied, but you must understand... these are 
outlandish peace terms ?** 

Or is he going to tell the Americans “Look, Fm 
sorry, but I really can't go along with you on this 
peace business. 

If he is asking the United States to help him win 
the elections because he is more “moderate” than 
the opposition, but is in fact turning the Labour Party 
into just another version of Likud, then he is practis- 
ing an unusually devious form of deception - - which 
he might live to regret one day, if he values peace 
after alL

CENTO meets in Iran; 
but what is CENTO?

LONDON, May 14 (R). — 
Few people outside the Middle 
Fs«t have mor e th an a hazy 
Idea of what CENTO stands 
for. 

But President Carter is send- 
ing his Secretary of State, 
Cyrus Vance, to Tehran this 
weekend to join his British. 
Turkish, and Iranian colleagues 
at a ministerial meeting which 
inflects the continued interest 
which Washington takes in 
CENTO -- the Central Treaty 
Organisation. 

CENTO is the successor to 
the m-fated Baghdad Pact,, an 
alliance inspired fay the United 
States and Britain in the 1950s. 

.U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, the moving spi- 
rit behind the pact, declared 
it to he a defence against com- 
munist agression or subversion 
in the Middle East 

Egypt’s President Nasser saw 
it as a device to perpetuate 
Western political, military and 
economic influence in the Mid- 
dle East and, like most Arab 
nationalists, bitterly opposed 
it. 

Mr. Vance has gone to Teh- 
ran after assisting President 
Carter at a summit meeting in 
London of the 15-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO). 

But while the Atlantic alli- 
ance remains at the heart of 
U.S. foreign and defence poli- 
cy, the sister grouping concen- 
trates more on regional eco- 
nomic development projects 
rather than on defence prob- 
lems. 

Its ministerial council Is 
used more and more as a for- 
um for a general exchange of 
views on Middle East and relat- 
ed international and bilateral 
developments. 

But there is no question of 
Dhasing CENTO out as is be- 
ing done with the South-East 
Asia Treaty Organisation (SE- 
ATO), diplomatic sources said. 


SEATO was founded mainly 
at Mr. Dulles’s insistence to 
resist any communist aggres- 
sion and subversion in the re- 
gion. 

The late Mr. Dulles's grand 
strategy was to draw an East- 
West line girdling the globe 
which Stalin's Soviet Union 
would not be allowed to cross 
militarily or subvert. 

So he forged a pro-Western 
and anti-Communist defence 
chain which linked NATO in 
the West with CENTO’S prede- 
cessor the Baghdad Pact in the 
Middle East and to SEATO in 
the Far East. 

But in view of the “chang- 
ing circumstances” --a eup- 
hemism for the change in the 
nature of the Soviet challenge 
and the subsequent bitter Sino- 
Soviet quarrel --the SEATO 
powers decided in September 
1975 to scrap their defence al- 
liance later this year. 

In fact, CENTO is having dif- 
ferent kinds of troubles right 
now. Pakistan will not attend 
this weekend's ministerial co- 
uncil session in Tehran evi- 
dently because of its strained 
relations with the United States. 

Prime Minis ter Zulfikar AJi 
Bhutto has alleged that the 
United States had supported 
opposition attempts to over- 
throw him. But Washington 
strongly denied this and 
warned that continued public 
accusations could harm their 
relations further and asked for 
quiet talks. 

Historically, the origins of 
the CENTO lie in the Baghdad 
Pact which was created in 
early 1955 to help defend what 
are called the countries of the 
"northern tier” of the Middle 
East -- Turkey, Iraq, Iran and 
Pakistan -- from any Soviet 
-aggression. 

The Baghdad Pact resulted 
from a series of bilateral friend- 
ship and mutual accords. In 
February 1955 the pro-Western 
governments of Turkey and 
Iraq buried decades of quarrels 


and suspicions and with en- 
couragement from Mr. Dulles 
signed a mutual security and 
defence pact and invited others 
to join it. 

Britain joined in April. Pak- 
istan in September and Iran 
in November of that year. 

Mr. Dulles knew that he 
would not get congressional 
approval for full United States 
membership of the pact so be- 
ing the pragmatic man he was 
he decided that his country 
would be an "observer”. 

He made clear, however, that 
there are observers and obser- 
vers. In this case the United 
States would take part in all 
the pact '5 activities, would at- 
tend ministerial council ses- 
sions and be an active member 
of the alliance's economic, mili- 
tary and anti-subversive com- 
mittees. 

So the pact was set up hi 
Baghdad and its first minister- 
ial council in November 1955 
announced that the aim of the 
member states was to “work 
in full partnership with a unit- 
ed purpose for peace and secu- 
rity in the Middle East.” 

The Eve member govern- 
ments declared that they would 
defend the pact’s territories 
against aggression or subver- 
sion and would also promote 
the economic welfare and pros- 
perity of the peoples of its re- 
gion. 

Mr. Dulles in turn left no 
doubt that though the United 
States was technically not a 
full member it would view with 
the “utmost gravity" any threat 
to the territorial integrity or 
political independence of the 
pact's members. 

The bloody revolution in 
Iraq in July 1958 overthrew 
the monarchy and the regime 
of coup leader Abdul Karim 
Qassem formally withdrew 
Iraq from the Baghdad Pact in 
March 1959. 

The alliance’s name was 
changed to CENTO and its 
headquarters transferred to 
Ankara in August of that year.

“One thing we learn from 
history is that we do not 
learn from history” 


It seems rather strange for someone study- 
ing world history to hear of a country like 
the United States taking a hand stand on such 
an issue as human rights. But if we take 
a look hack in American history we can see 
a similar situation in which America took up 
the same cry. The time : Prior to the American 
Civil War. 

If you recall the situation in those days 
you’ll see the States divided in two parts, the 
wealthy agricultural South with all its big 
cotton plantations and cheap labour, mostly 
imported Blacks, and the newly industrial 
North. The North at this time was in strong 
competition with its arch-rival and longer 
established Great Britain, particularly in the 
textile industry, but also in other industries. 
The North was unable to compete due to its 
inability to buy cheap raw materials. Most 
of its materials were either imported at great 
expense or purchased at high prices from 
the “under-developed” but wealthy southerners. 

In attempts to get the South to lower its 
prices the North continuously failed and only 
widened the gap between them more. But 
materials weren’t the only things lacking in 
the North. The North had to pay very high 
prices also, for its labourers which were en- 
joying the highest standard of living in the 
entire country, and perhaps the world. 

The North at first waged an economic war 
on the South, using its industrial base to charge 
the South high prices for its manufactured 
goods, which the South needed. And of course 
blamed the South for the high prices. But this 
war failed to change the attitude of he South 
and merely widened the gap further. 

With business going very badly and poten- 
tial disaster looming for their industrial mach- 
ine the North saw as their only course of 
action intervention in the South. But how 
could the big industrialists convince the people 
who didn’t care or even understand such eco- 
nomical terms as "marginal profit", “balance 
of payments” and "net loss” to get excited 
about the socio-economic situation. To the 
common man the whole thing was “a good 
thing for the politicians to worry about” But

brothers killing their own brothers, and some 
of the worst crimes against humanity, ouch 
as the famous Sherman March, burning every 
city from Memphis, Tennessee to the Atlantic 
Ocean. And what was the result of this sup- 
posed liberation, or war to free the Black man? 

Well the plantation owners lost thei r big 
farms as northerners rushed down to move 
into the vacant mansions. The slaves were 
free, but for how long? Within a few ywia 
they were put to work in the north ern fac- 
tories. So they won their rights, but what an 
empty victory! It seems fa the long nm ethical 
issues are waved to Justify economic wan 
being waged!

Washington’s alliance with Bonn has many hurdles to jump 


One of the intriguing situations about the just- 
ended economic summit in London was the meeting, 
for the first time, between President Carter and West 
Germany’s Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, who public- 
ly backed Mr- Gerald Ford in the U.S. presidential 
election last November. Apart from the personality 
dash, serious differences have embittered relations 
between Bonn and Washington.

LONDON (Gemini). — Let 
’em all cone! In his first hund- 
red days in the White House, 
President Jimmy Carter has 
held court to every national 
leader who cared to make the 
trip to Washington. Fellows 
like Mr. Callaghan, Mr. Fuku- 
da, Mr. Andreotti, Mr. Trudeau, 
Mr. Sadat, Mr. Rabin, Mr. 
Suarez, Mr. Kreisky, and Mr. 
Roy Jenkins from the Euro- 
pean Community - - all have 
met with the superpower’s new 
chief. 

By the time he flew into 
London for the world economic 
summit the president had met 
all his co-sumnfitees except two. 

One of these was President 
Giscard d’Estaing of France; 
and no one was surprised at 
that For ever since Gen. de 
Gaulle’s day, relations. between 
the ELysee and the White 
House have not been notable 
for their warmth. 

Nor are they likely to have 
been improved by a recent em- 
barrassing slip-up by President 
Carter when speaking in front 
of microphones which he did 
not know were switched on. 

One of his advisers told him 
that France was now being 
more positive towards the 
United States, partly because 
her "basically weak economic 
position" was making ber 
“more cooperative". 

The president said he was 
glad to hear that, because when 
he made an overseas tour as 
governor of Georgia, France 
was the one country where he 
was not made really welcome. 

What with Mr. Nixon's tapes 
and Mr. Carter’s “mike” the 
White House is clearly no place 
for careless talk. 

More surprising was the 
other summiteer whom the pre- 
' sident met for the first time 
when he came to London. For 
that was none other than West 
Germany’s Chancellor, Helmut 
Schmidt 

Next to America, West Ger- 
many is the strongest nation in 
the Western alliance, and for 
30 years, the relationship bet- 
ween the two has been so close 
that as German-born Dr. Henry 
Kissinger put it recently, it is 
not so much an alliance as a 
firmly forged unity. 

Yet when all the world was 
flocking to Washington to salute 
the new president, Mr. Helmut 
Schmidt remained pointedly at 
home. 

True, he must have felt some- 
what embarrassed by having so 
publicly backed the wrong 
horse In the Ford-Carter elec- 
tion fight last November. And 
one or two indications of White 
House . pique. Including a studi- 


ed snub to the West German 
envoy in Washington, cannot 
have encouraged the chancellor 
to make his peace with the 
president. 

But deeper than any person- 
ality clash, serious differences 
over policy have embittered re- 
lations between Bonn and 
Washington. 

First there is Mr. Carter’s 
new policy towards the Soviet 
Union and in particular his 
cam p aign for human rights. 

The Germans fear that the 
Russians may retaliate by tak- 
ing it out on them and destroy- 
ing the modest improvements 
they have made through their 
Ostpolitik fa their relations with 
East Germany and Poland. 

They argue that much more 
can be achieved for the victors 
of oppression by quiet diplo- 
macy than by shouting at the 
Russians from the house-tops. 


Mr. Helmut Schmidt himself 
has pointed out that since the 
Helsinki conference two years 
ago 60,000 people of German 
origin have been able to leave 
Eastern Europe by legal means 
and settle in West Germany. 
“We do not want to endanger 
this progress", says the chan- 
cellor. 

. Next there is America's per- 
sistent prodding of the Germans 
to reflate their economy, which 
takes scant account of the 
pathological German dread of 
inflation. "Under no circum- 
stances” says the chancellor, 
“shall I adopt such a policy, no 
matter how pressingly it is 
urged by our friends.” 

Then, fa the face of equally 
strong American pressure, there 
is Germany’s equally firm re- 
fusal - - so far at any rate - - 
to tear up the 12 billion Deutsch 
mark contract for the provision 
of a complete nuclear power 
industry for Brazil. 

While some Germans agree 
that a country like Brazil, which 
refuses to renounce nuclear 
weapons by signing the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, should not 
be supplied with bomb-making 
equipment, others suspect that 
America’s opposition to the deal 
springs from sordid commercial 
envy of a lucrative contract fa 
the same way as many people 
in Britain and France suspect 


that the American opposition to 
the supersonic Concorde air- 
liner has been dictated not by 
environmental scruples, but by 
sheer business considerations. 

Finally, there is the row bet- 
ween the military men in Bonn 
and Washington: dver the choice 


of NATO's next tank. Here the 
Germans profess to see the fell 
hand of the American arma- 
nents lobby as being responsi- 
ble for the rejection of the 
German Leopard tank in favour 
of its American rival. 

■ Altogether the leaders of the 


two strongest powers in the 
West had more than enough to 
talk about at their first-ever 
encounter. If only the micro- 
phones in Downing Stifeet could 
have been kept switched on 
like the ones in the White 
House.

OFFICIAL EXPLAINS 
RENT LAW 
FOR FOREIGNERS 

AMMAN (J.T.) — An official 
spokesman at the Ministry of 
Finance Saturday commented 
on the recent Cabinet decision 
to allow foreigners three mo- 
nths from its date of publica- 
tion in which to obtain appro- 
val from the Cabinet to stay 
in rented premises for over 
three years. ' 

The official explained that 
article two of a 1953 law does 
not permit foreigners to rent 
premises for over three years 

without the permission of the 
Cabinet. 

Problems ensued, he contin- 
ued, because many did not get 
such permission. 

Cases arose of landlords su- 
ccessfully suing foreigners for 
exceeding the three-year per- 
iod of time. There are still ca- 
ses waiting in the courts, he 
added. 

This situation caused great 
embarrassment to the govern- 
ment, the official stated, in par- 
ticular as regards diplomatic 
missions. 

Referring to the recent ame- 
ndment to the 1953 law, the of- 
ficial said that the government 
decided to give foreigners, who 
do not already have permission 
from the Cabinet, three months 
in which to obtain it. 

He added that the governm- 
ent was not taking sides 
whether to the benefit of the 
landlord or the foreigners 
but was taking sucb measures 
to avoid embarrassment and to 
halt possible rent hikes. 

The three-month grace period 
does not apply to those where 
a court has already made a 
ruling, he added, but if the 
court is presently looking into 
the case, then the proceedings 
will be halted until the end of 
the grace period. 

Diplomatic missions will be 
informed of the government’s 
decision, he added in conclu- 
sion.

DOHA, May 14 (R). — The

Aramco begins repairs 
on Abqaiq oil pipeline 


DAHRAN, Saudi Arabia, May 
14 (R). — Saudi Arabia's Ab- 
qaiq oilfield, where a major 
fire halted production three 
days ago, will be back to nor- 
mal production "within days", 
the Arabian-American Oil Com- 
pany (ARAMCO) announced to- 
day. 

In a statement broadcast by 
Saudi Arabian radio, the com- 
pany said it bad already star- 
ted to divert to other areas 
some of the crude oil which 
is normally pumped to the part 
of Abqaiq affected by the fire. 

The fire broke out after an 
underground crude oQ pipeline 
fractured on Wednesday. 

Work has started on a new 
pipeline to carry crude oil to 
the port of Abqaiq from the 
Abqaiq oilfield 1 where the fire 
occured. 

The spokesman said a one 
mOe (1.6 kilometres) long pipe- 


line will replace one damaged 
in the fire which gutted a 
pumping station at the oil field, 
one of Saudi Arabia’s biggest. 

One Saudi was killed and 
13 people were. injured a pum- 
ping station was destroyed, and 
a storage tank was badly da- 
maged. 

Some of the pipes linking 
the pumping station and the 
tank exploded, the Aramco st- 
atement added 

It ruled out sabotage as the 
cause of the pipe rupture and 
fire.

When you have a choice of 
suits to develop, there are 
times when it is pure guess- 
work which to attack first.

West led the king of 
hearts, won by dummy's ace. 
Since he had to develop 
tricks in both minors, de- 
clarer led a diamond to his- 
jack and West's ace. The 
heart continuation forced out 
declarer's remaining stop- 
per; and when East got in 
with the ace of clubs he had 
more than enough hearts to 


cash to defeat the contract. 

"Sorry partner; ;I am a 
poor guesser." apologized 
South. "Had I played on 
clubs first. I would have 


knocked out East's entry and 
made my contract." 

“Too bad you 'tried to 
guess." observed North. "If 
you had played the hand bet- 
ter, you. would have made 
your contract no matter 

which suit you tackled first!” 

North's analysis was ac- 
curate. If East held both 
minor aces for his overcaJI, 
the contract would always go 


down. However, if he held 
only one ace and a six-card 
heart suit, which was a dis- 
tinct possibility once West 

showed up with the king of 
hearts, the contract could 
always be made. 

AH South had to do was 
hold up the ace of hearts at 


the first trick! West will con- 
tinue the suit to dummy's 
ace. Now let us assume that 
declarer guesses wrong and 


leads a diamond. West wins 
the ace, but he does not have 
another heart to lead. When 
East does get in with" the ace 

of clubs, he can knock out 
declarer's remaining heart 
stopper, but declarer has 
nine sure tricks and can safe- 
ly -take the spade finesse at 
'the end for a tenth.

Due to cancer fear, WHO suggests 
saccharin intake be cut in half 


GENEVA, May 14 (R). — In- 
ternational health experts have 
cut by half the maximum am- 
ount of saccharin they recom- 
mend a person may take, fol- 
lowing studies indicating it co- 
uld be linked with cancer, the 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO) said yesterday. 

But a WHO spokesman said 
the reduction would not mean 
coffee and tea drinkers who 
used saccharin would have to 
cut down. The new levels wo- 
uld mainly affect soft drink 
manufacturers and other indus- 
tries using the sugar substit- 
ute. 


The United Nations expert 
group on food additives, which 
drew up the recommendations 
presented to the Annual As- 
sembly of the 150-state WHO 
now meeting in Geneva said 
the level should be cut from 
a maximum of 0.5 mg. per 1 
kg. of body weight -- set in 
1967 --to 0.25 mg., at least 
temporarily. 

The report said the com- 
mittee had considered studies 
on rats which suffered blad- 
der tumours after being fed 
high levels of saccharin and re- 
commended the cuts “tdue to 
concern from the new findings

* LONDON, May 14 (R). — Ethiopian forces have wiped out 
more than 600 rebels of the rightwing Ethiopian Democratic 
Union in the past week, Addis Ababa radio reported today. 
The fighting took place in the Gondar region, near Sudan, at 
the source of the Blue Nile, according to the broadcast, heard 
in London. The Ethiopian Democratic Union (EDU) has been 
accused by the government in Addis Ababa of wanting to re- 
store the Ethiopian Empire, which was overthrown by a mili- 
tary coup in 1974. The EDU denied the charges. 

* LONDON, May 14 (AFP). — Prime Minister James Callaghan 
and Foreign Secretary David Owen yesterday sought to re- 
store calm after the political storm which blew up this week 
over the appointment of Mr. Peter Jay, Mr. Ca l la g han’s son- 
in-law, as British Ambassador in Washington. Sources dose to 
the government felt it was highly unlikely that the prime mi- 
nister would carry out his threat to resign and calf general 
elections if Labour back-bendi critics of the appointment did 
not "shut up”.

“What they are concerned about 
is that there is a movement in the United States and in other 
parts of the world to make smoking socially unacceptable,” he 
said.

The WHO spokesman com- 
mented: “The tablets of saccha- 
rin which one puts in tea or 
coffee are acceptable because 
the permitted quantity for a 
person who weighs 70 kgs. is 
about 20 tablets of saccharin 
a day. 

“What is not acceptable is 
industrial use of saccharin, es- 
pecially in soft drinks,” be 
added. 

The experts’ committee, me- 
eting to Geneva last month, 
reviewed three Canadian stu- 
dies on bladder tumours pro- 
duced in rats fed on a diet 
including 5 per cent saccharin. 

“Saccharin has not produced 
bladder tumours in many con- 
ventional long-term feeding stu- 
dies in several species,” the 
experts reported. “The overall 
findings remain unexplained.”

Barre won 
debate with 
Mitterrand 
poll shows 

PARIS, May 14 (AFP). — 
French Premier Raymond Bar- 
re emerged a clear personal 
victor from a two-hour tele- 
vision debate with Socialist 
leader Francois Mitterrand, the 
Louis Harris pollsters report- 
ed today in the daily Matin de 
Paris, but opposition policies re- 
ceived more support than those 
of the government. 

An estimated 28 milli on vie- 
wers saw the debate. 

Forty-nine per cent of the 
600 people polled preferred to 
see Mr. Barre in charge of the 
economy, to only 32 per cent 
for Mr. Mitterrand. 

The premier also came over 
as more convincing (48 to 32 
per cent), clear (49 to 31 per- 
cent) and competent (51 to 27 
per cent) and was voted over- 
all winner of the debate, which 
was broadcast live on Thurs- 
day, by 45 to 27 per cent 

But 49 per cent felt that Mr. 
Mitterrand was more in touch 
with the worries felt by the 
public, to only 29 per cent for 
Mr. Barre, and 36 per cent of 
viewers polled believed the so- 
lution to the crisis lay in So- 
cialist policies, as opposed to 
34 per cent for the govern-

Pravda warns Western nations 
of China’s “military intentions” 


MOSCOW, May* 14 (R). — 
The Soviet Union today called 
on Western leaders not to give 
military or political backing 
to China because Peking was 
preparing for a “new global 
slaughter". 

The call, in a clearly autho- 
ritative article in the Commu- 
nist Party daily newspaper Pra- 
vda, represented one of the 
longest and most explicit So- 
viet attacks on China's leaders 
since the death of Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung. 

Rightwing Western leaders 
and businessmen, the Kremlin 
newspaper said, were establish- 
ing a rapport with China on 
the basis of a common anti- 
Soviet outlook. But Peking’s 
policies threatened the whole 
world, not just the Soviet 
Union. 

“The present leadership of 
China acts in the same ranks 
as the most reactionary forces 
of imperialism in its attacks on 


socialist countries and in at- 
tempts... to bring mankind ba- 
ck to the time not only of the 
cold war, but a shooting war 
as well,” Pravda said. 

“Is it not clear that the nuc- 
lear rocket race launched by 
China -- not without the ap- 
proval of the military-industrial 
circles in the U.S., West Ger- 
many and several monopolies 
in France. Japan and Britain 
--is aimed at threatening not 
only the Soviet Union... but 
also the cause of world peace?” 
it asked.
